No One Seems To Want $50,000 
For Underprivileged Children 


PORTERVILLE, Dec. 17—Near- 
ly $50,000 is available ‘itor aid to 
underprivileged children who re- 
side in the Poplar-Porterville dis- 
trict, but it appears that no one 
is interested enough to find needy 
children and qualify them for help. 

This strange situation came 
about when the late Charles E, 
Saak, a Poplar rancher who died 
January 30, 1961, left an estate of 
$415,000 in trust; the income from 
which was to be used to assist un- 
derprivileged children in his own 


community. 

Under the trusteeship set up by 
Mr. Saak, assistance is to go to 
young people under 21 years of 
age who reside in the Poplar or 
Porterville districts. Trust money 
may be used in behalf of deserving 
children for education; for mental, 
physical and social advancement; | 
to provide recreation and enjoy- 
ment; and to provide medical, hos- 
pital, and dental care.

‘Editorial Comment 
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PRIVATE OUTDOES PUBLIC 


If ever a clear demarkation between the efficiency 
of public and private operations was drawn it ap- 
peared in the recent reports that the Bell Telephone 
system was drastically reducing its long-distance 
rates, while the Post Office Department was planning 
to increase postal rates again. 

The Bell system, of which Pacific Telephone is a 
part, is a prime example of profit-motivated private 
initiative on a nationwide scale. The Post Office is a 
prime example of state socialism. As Stuart Williams 
of San Francisco pointed out in a letter to the News- 
Call Bulletin, the difference in results is dramatic. 

During the past 30 years, he figures, the volume of 
daily telephone calls has grown more than twice as 
fast as mail deliveries, being up 288 per cent. During 
that time local phone rates have remained stable, and 
long-distance rates have dropped as much as 90 per 
cent. Post Office rates have increased 250 per cent. 

Mail deliveries and other services have been cut; 
phone services have been improved and increased. 
The Post Office is losing $1600. per minute; Bell is 
paying twice that much to the government in taxes. 
In addition, phone users pay another billion in excise 
taxes, and Bell’s 2,300,000 stockholders turn in addi- 
tional millions in levies on their dividends. 

This is not just the Bell Telephone story. Similar 
differences exist between federal operations and other 
private enterprises. Yet some people still — gov- 
ernment control is better...

Response came in the form of 
requests for construction of swim-

that right now come to $49,459.86, 
and that will continue to become 
available in perpetuity at a pres- 
ent rate of nearly $28,000 a year. 

While individuals in the various 
organizations and churches seem 
to lack interest in the Saak trust 
funds, the county welfare office 
does not. In fact requests are now 
coming from this office. 

So it would appear that while 
there is considerable adverse com- 
ment about the county welfare 
program’ generally, individuals 
would prefer to let the welfare 
people worry about such things as 
underprivileged children, rather
